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think in terms of if you do nothing. And if the estimate of
increase in property tax i s 16 .5 p e r c en t i ncr e a se , w hich i s
making up for LB 84, plus average growth, then I bet you could
guarantee the renters' rent will go up, because, if the property
tax goes up, it will automatically bereflected in rent. The
renter is going to benefit from this by at least not h aving
property tax as the reason for their rent to go up, and it will
be stabilized statewide, at least for one year. And s o t h e i r
benefit is not to have an increase in their rent by virtue of
increased paid sales and income tax.
